Wasiiinuton, April 12. —In the senate 
yesterday, after the tranaaction of routine 
busintnta, cooaidaratioa of th« Montana 
election case waa raaumed and Mr. 

EvHfta spoke in favor of the Republican 

claimantH. IMHousi^inf? the powers of the 
terrilorial c.in ii,-isiii)^ board, in winch, 
he haul. tiiiTi' wi It' iiu liniituliunH im- 
jKiscil L»v till' siatuti' in wolds. By that 
he meant, lie auiil, that its powers were 
unliniiied within the sense that it be> 
loiih'eil to the phrase to which it was ap- 
plied and to the Kuhjoct to which it waa 
u]i|iliod. Hf crit i' i-ii'd ttif Kovcrnor of 
tlie stall' for ])i;irni ; ;i laiiilor a! the 
< di'or ol till' court hcMi^c as-mii ly. to ;iil- 
niit only Biic'h (lersoiis as wore entitled 
to gu ill, iliu.t niuliiiiK hiin, for the ucca- 
biuu, the juUije of who were and who 
were not elected as repreeentativea, 

.Sir. (irav defended the Kovemor of 
Montana from this criticism, and assert- 
ed that tlie only direction given to the 
janitor by the governor wiu* to admit 
every one wiio tainted to be a member 
of the house of representatives. 

Mr, (teorge, criticising the action of 
the .Silver ilow county caiiviisBerH in 
throwiii;; out the votes of Pieciiict No. 
ii4, aaserieil tiiat there was not a Reptib- 
lican x'li.itor who, in the lace of the 
Ami'ii'aii people, would say on iiis 
resnonsihility that the board had tlie 
right to do what it did. No otiier part 
of the ini(|uity could have been trans- 
acted He asserted that the body call- 
ing it-elf the legislature of Montana had 
not passed a single law, and that if "this 
honoral<le court' should seal Kanden 
and Powers, it would, by that action, 
give life and validity to "the only thing 
which that miserable assembly, liegotten 
in fraud and ctmceived in iniquity, ever 
performed." 

Mr. Teller— If there was no legislature 
in Montana. I shoukl like to know on 
what theory and hypothesis the minurity 
of the committee says that Clark and 
Magiunis were elected. 

Mr. Ueor^e— I am not a part of the 
minority, but 1 think that the dilTerences 
between the two seta of clanaants is just 
simply this: Neither has a legal title; 
neither represents the legislature; but 
Magifinis and Clark repretient the honest 
vote of tne people of Montana, and, for 
all jiurposes of life and death, it is far 
better to represent the hone»t \ote of tlie 
people of Montana than to have seats in 
the beiiate ss th« busflolariss uf this 
fruiiil. 

Mr. Hoar gave notice that on Moodaj 
he should ask the senate to rsmala in 
session until tks MonMUM CMS was dis- 
posed of. 

Mr, Hawley, from the select commit* 
tee on the (^uadro-centennial celebra- 
tion, reiiorted l>ack, with amendments, 
the hoiibe bill for the world'ei fair at 
Chicago, and said tliat if anythin;.; was 
to lie lione in the matter it should be 
done Ht once. He said he hoped that 
the matter would not leaii to any se- 
rious debate, and hoped to have it 
taken up and pa«sed on Moiiduv.
